The scene of the narrative Is taW In 


a Colorado mining camp, amid sur- 
roundings which, If property handled, 
would make a fine setting. The hero, 
Paul Howard, la supposed to have had 
his life ruined by a pretty variety ««t» 
rea* the serpent of the title. But we 
feel that Howard, as he Is presented 
by the- author, was hardly wwrth the 
trouble of ruining. •i'Vom the start he 
seems to have been weak, ^dissipated 
and In no way better than the common, 
depraved woman who Is pictured to 
be dragging him down. 


Mr. Sain has- given only the low and 
nimoral side of the life In a mining 
:amp 
The nobler side, with 1U rough 


but picturesque features which are so 
meeting and charming, has entirely 
escaped him. No use in made of the 
grandeur of nature. Throughout the 
jntire book there Is not a touch of fcu- 
mor, though there is such a brilliant 
opportunity with the material at hand. 


The moral tone of this book Is very 


low. but it will do very little harm. If 
any. because the narrative is not In- 
teresting enough to be widely read. 
The author's EngMsh Is very poor, full 
of 
colloquialisms and 
Inaccuracies, 


wWch makes his pages tedious read- 
Ing. 


The one subject 
upon which Mr. 


Sain seems to be at home and In a way 
is a redeeming feature ot the book. Is 
his practical knowledge of mining ge- 
ology. 
The miner's pick Is a much 


more suitable Instrument *or him than 
the pen.
